A Mental and Physical Wreck Now in 
St. Vincent’s Asylum. 


STATEMENTS OF RELATIVES AND THE 
PHYSICIANS WHO ATTENDED HIM. 


The Young Man Wasa Music Teacher of 
Great Promise and the Main Support 
of His Family—His Aged Father Pros- 
trated From the Shock and in a 
Serious Condition—Relatives Will Lay 
the Matter Before Mayor Walbridge 
To- Morrow—A Case for the Authorities 
to Investigate. 


The letter published below was received by 
Mayor Walbridge yesterday morning. It was 
typewritten and anonymous, so that the 
Mayor, after reading it, concluded that he 
could take no action on it at that time and 
so gave instructions to turn it over to the 
press. The Post-DisPaTcH published it yes- 
terday afternoon in full as follows: 

Sr. LOUIS, Uct. 20, 1893. 
To the Mayor of St. Louis: 

Ian SIR--As you are considered tobe the head 
of justice here in St. Louis, I wish to call your at- 
tention to somethiag or rather some one whois do- 
ing terrible mischief and bringing sorrew to many 
homes, making heart-broken mothers and sisters 
and brothers and fathers, There is a man 
here in this city dy the name of 
Jules Wallace, who is the biggest scoundrel 
that ever lived, whe ekes out every cent from foolish 
believers and then leaves them to die or go to the 
insane asylum. Now, I ask you, in the name of God, 
to do what you can to rid the city of this vile spirit- 
ualist. Lamachild and no one knows lam writing 
this, but yesterday one of my relations, a man of 
wonderful ability and whe had establighed a flour- 
ishing business bere in the city, wastaken away tothe 
lunatic asylum, leaving behind him a father stricken 
down with nervous prostration and a mother broken 
hearted, all because this fiend nad hypnotized him, 
if'there is such a thing. There never was a happier 
family on earth than ours, and now if you could 
gaze upon its misery you, as well I, would cry 
out for vengeance in the mest terri e form. 

This man le a nineteenth centry — and how 
the people of St: Louis can but up with his vagaries 
is astonishing even “to me, and lama little wiser 
than a child. 

It is horrible, disgaraceful and Icome to you as I 
used to go to my fathsr before this terrible nervous 
prostration came on him, unfitting him for his duties 
and adding more misery toour house—and praying 
in the name of the Savior to do what you eas and 
have the city rid of this terrible demon, 

He just does it ali to get every cent a man has and 
then send him to the lunatic asylum.

A CHILD WuHo Comss TO YOu FoR HELP. 

An examination of the records at the 
Health Department yesterday failed to dis- 
close the fact that any person answering the 
description of the man named in the letter 


had been sent to any of the city institntions 
; the past two weeks, =. 8 .. 

A further mvestigation, — made 
dy the Posr-Disraren reporters last night 
resulted in successfully locating the young 
men referred to in the letter at St. Vincent's 
Asylum. 

The caseisa pitiable one, which appeals 
not only to those who look with tearful eyes 
upon a sister’s grief, a father’s broken 
heart, a wrecked son and a cold and cheer- 
less home, but evento those whose hearts 


have been chilleland hardened to the gross 
and coarser ways of the world. The young 
man, the victim in this case, wasin the 
bloom of his manhood, the mainstay 
and support of an aged father, two 
younger sisters anda younger brother. His 
familly connections and the hope held out by 
his physicians that he may yet successfully 
battie with the mania which has taken pos- 
session of his faculties is the excuse for 
withholding his name from the public. His 
incarceration in an asylum was such 
a severe shock to his aged father 
and has so preyed upon his mind that the 
grief stricken familyyofthe young man fear 
that two lives instead of one will be lost to 
them as the result a Drother’s weakness 
ana infatuation. 

Three months agothe young man whois 
alluded to in the letter above, which, it ap- 
pears from the statement of relatives 
was written by his sister, was in the ful 
possession of manly health and vigor. 

He was an excellent musician and his tal- 
ents were of sucha high order that his fu- 
ture success in that line seemed assured. 

He taught the art and had 
succeeded in . about him 
a sufficient number of — — to 
moke his profession not only profitable, but 
the main source of support for his aged 
father and sistersand younger brother. He 
Began to attend Jules Wallace’s seances, and 
was soon a physical and mental wreck. 

The facts of the caseas told by the rela- 
tives of the young man and by the physicians 
reflect very severely on Jules Wallace, the 
medium, and call for an investigation by 
the police. If the statements are found to be 
true Wallace’s career in St. Louis should be 
cut short. 

A RELATIVE’S STATEMENT. 

Arelative of the uofortunate young man 
made the following statement of the case 
to a Pos r- DISPATCH reporter: The victim of 
Jules Wallace’s wiles and infamous 
practices was 2% years old and had 
been the support of his father 
and mother, both of whom are advanced in 
years, two sisters and a younger brother. 
He was a music teacher of unusual — 
ments and r and hac been, up to 
the time of his association with Wallace, 
very successful in his profession. He has 
also two grown brothers and a sister,

YELLOW FEVER. 


Four Deaths and Forty-Five New Cases 
at Brunswick. 


BRUNSWICK, Ga., Oct. 21.—There were 
officially reported to-day four deaths and 
forty-five new cases, the record breaker of 
the epidemic. The dead on the list are: 
Whites—Burr Winton, Herman Grundy, 
Alexander Pritchard and Mrs. Oberlauter. 


To the official list of deaths should be added 
one that occurred this afternoon, Dyton 
Hazelhurst, anegro boy on North Amherst. 
Besides this a negro child, Pinkie Wilson, 
died, and her death certificate, issued Oct, 18 
by Dr. Robert Hazelhurst reads, cause of 
death yellow fever, dead before t the physi- 
cian reached her.

word for all the employes, doorkeepers, 
messengers a telephone boys to walk up 
and be vaccinated. Vice-Chairman Lewis 
baned the table with his gavelandtold the 
members on the floor that they would be 
vaccinated free by goingto the Secretary’s 
Office. Nearly 100 of the members availed 
themselves of the opportunity to contract 
4— weeks of misery at the expense of the 
city. 

For an hour and a half the large room of 
the Secretary was crowded with brokers and 
unlformed employes. Shirtsleeves, with one 
rolled up, Was the prevailing style and the 
doctors were kept busy as the men filed past, 
each one stopping long enough to have his 
arm scratched with the needle and the spot 
rubbed with an innocent looking quill, 

President Wilson, who was in charge of the 
work, said that next week the physicians 
will visit the other down-town exchanges 
and the Custom-house. In the rotunda of 
the Custom-house hundred of brokers meet 
sea captains and sailors from all parts of the 
world, and the chance of getting small-pox

| Pans, Oct. 21.—Differences of polilical 
opinion probably never were so completely 


forgotten in France as during these Franco- 
Russian ‘fetes. 


They flourished vigorously 
Sedan, but noone dares exhibit them 
the Russians. Edouard Herve, the 
nallstie representative of the Comte de 
Paria, followed humbly behind a violent

This has been a quiet day with the Rus- 
sians. In proposing the health of the Min- 
ister of the Interior the Admiral said: Since 
the day our screws first felt French waters 
we appear to nave been in an enchanted 
country. We passed from wonder to won- 
der. The charm ot these ten days has been 
so powerful for us that we have lost all 
notion of time. 

It is an interesting comment on tke honors 
passed to the visitors, that at this lunch 
given by Deputy President of the Council and 
Minister of the Interior, the venerable Gen. 
Favrier, Grand Chancellor of the Legion of 
Honor, was placed next to a Russian Lie u- 
tenant. After the lunch the oOfficerg visited 
the Palais del’ Industrie aud there was an 
assault of arms at the Grand Hotel organized 
by the National Society for the Encourage- 
ment of Fencing. 

A SIGNIFICANT TELEGRAM. 

At nearly every entertainment an appro- 
priate telegram from Russia anda French 
reply toitare read. Onthis occasion there 
was a message from the officers assembled at 
St. Petersburg, to which the French Society 
replied through its President: I answer 
your dispatch by this simple word of the 
fencer: touch to the heart; touch.“

GERMANY I8 CONTENT. 


No Uneasiness Felt in Berlin Over Events 
Transpiring in nce. 

BERLIN, Oct. 21.—Nearly the whole German 
press confines itself to simply reporting at 
length the visit ot the Russian squadron to 
France, without commenting on its political 
bearing. Very little political significance is 
attached to it here.

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BIGHT NATIONALITIES IN THE CREW 
AND ALL WITH DAGGERS DRAWN. - 


A New York Insurance Agent Charged 


_With Confiscating $87,000—Sensa- 
tional Evidence in the Wratten Butch- 
ery Case—Four Killed at a Base Ball 
Game— The Criminal Record. 


New Yor«, Oct.21.—Surely a more strangely 
assorted crew never made the westward pas- 
sage across the Atlantic than that shipped 
on the German bark Standard, which sailed 
from Marseilles on Aug. 24last. There were 
only nineteen men in all, but they represented 
eight nationalities. Of course there were 
Germans. There were Frenchmen, too, and 
the juxtaposition of these two is always sure 
to bring bad weather. There were Irishmen 
and Italians, apd this was an equally un- 
happy conjunction, China was represented, 
but the Chinaman is not the best sallor 
in the world. There were Swedes 
and Danes, good sailors and hardy, 
quiet fellows under ordinary circumstances 
and last, a Russian Fin. He is a dangerous 
man with whom to trifle at any time. 
AN INTERNATIONAL STORM. 

The bark, which was in ballast, filled out 
of the harbor on a bright Thursday after- 
noon with the wind dead aft, and the 
captain felt that luck waswith him. He 
would probably make a quick passage. The 
crew seemed to be working well, too, buta 
storm broke out that night—not a wind 
storm, but one in the forecastle, 
where t. Germa and a French- 
man, who, bega discussing Alsace- 
Lorraine, nearly ended in blows and had 
to be dragged apart. The whole crew seemed 
to inhale a spirit of aptagonis m, and it would 
havetaken very little then to have precipi- 
tated an all-around fight. Then there was 
another row, in which Oapt. Denker took a 
hand and restored peace for awhile at least. 

The following day there was more friction 
among the men, who swore under their 
breaths at one and another, and some of the 
officers of the bark feared that they were 
about to witness a desperate hand-to-hand 
battle between the men, The China- 
man was alone without a compatriot 
or a sympathizer and was cowed by the 
opposition. Not so with the Italian, 
Gualtera. He was a muscular, high- 
spirited fellow and several times vigorously 
defended himself against annoyances. 

MURDER. 

The Standard had just been out one month 
when James Egan, one of the Irisn sailors, 
began to quarrel with an Italian stowaway. 

Go away., said Gualtera from between 
his white teeth. G0 away, or you'll get 
hurt.“ 

Get hurt,’’ laughed Egan, 
Oh, no, I guess not.’’ 

Then their talk grew angrier, then a blow 
and a struggle. The Itallan broke away 
and as Egan rushed at him 
again there was a rapid flash of a knife and 
the Irishman sank tothe deck with an ugly 
wound in his abdomen. The wounded man 
was taken aft by the crew and Gualtera 
placed in irons. Egan died the next day, 


The bark arrived here Oct. 15. According 
to the Quarantine regulations, Capt. Denker 
should have told Health Officer Jenkins 
about the death, but he didn’t. The story 
leaked out yesterday and Capt. Denker made 
areportto the German Consul. The Ger- 
man Consul declined to say yesterday what 
action he would take in the matter.

A DARK TRAGEDY. 

BLAKELY, Ga,, Oct. 21.—Jim Foster, a 
negro in jail here charged with the murder 
of Seaborn Sheffield, six years ago, has made 
a fullconfession, implicating several other 
parties. 

The story involves one of the darkest 
tragedies that eVer occurred in this section. 


In the fall of 1886, while old man ‘*Scab’’ 
Sheffield, a well-to-do cattle owner and far- 
mer, was sitting quietly reading by lamp- 
light in his home, near Arlington, a charge 
of buckshot or slugs was emptied from a 
gun into the side of his face and neck and 
he fell dead. Suspicion at once 
pointed to Ben Talliaferro and Rufus 
Lawrence, Mr. Sheffleld’s sons-in-law, two 
young men living with their young wives in 
the same neighborhood, Talliaferro and 
Lawrence were arrested and indicted for 
murder by the Grand-jury soon after the 
crime had been committed, They were not 
put on trial, however, the case being nollie 
prossed, and they were allowed to go free. 

Not a great while after this Mrs. Talliaferro 
and Mrs. Lawrence suddenly died about the 
same time. This deepened the suspicion 
which already existed ri Talliaferro 
and Lawrence witb the death of Mr.Sheffield, 
In due course of time Messrs. Talliaferrro and 
Lawrence obtained their portion of the Shef- 
fleld estate, nearly or all of Which has deen 
spent. Mr, Lawrence has since married 
again. 

A few weeks ago Jim Foster, the negro 
murderer, was lodged in the Mitchell County 
jail, charged with some crime, but not the 
murder of Mr. SheMeid. It soon leaked out, 
however, that he wanted to make a confes- 
sion of the Sheffield murder, About this 
time Eaoch Stubbs, a negro man living in 
the eastern part of the county, 
who is supposed to have 
said something about Jim Foster’s 
proposed confession, was himself brutally 
murdered in his house by being called to the 
door and shot. 

When Foster was brought here on the con- 
vening of early court, on Oct. 2, on his way 
from the jall to the Oourt- house, Talliaferro’s 
brothers spied him and fled the town. Om 
cers were immediately sent in pursuit and 
soon had them safely behind the bars in 
Blakely Jail. Mr. Lawrence eluded arrest 
until Monday, the 6th, when he was brought 
in by his friends end delivered tothe officers, 
who placed him in jail. Lewis Comer, the 
negro, who is sald to have watched Jim Fos- 
ter commit the murder, the three Taliaferro 
brothers and Lawrence arein jail here and 
the building is strongly guarded. 


MISS BAKER’S ASSAILANTS.

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When Judge Hughes opened Circuit Court at 
St. Charles yesterday morning the court 
room crowded with iaterested specta- 
tors who anticipated that some action would 
be taken ip the release of ex-Sherif Emile 
Dosenbach, who killed Maj. Smith at Clay- 
ton and who was sentenced to six 
months in jail, which sentence 
the County Court enabled him to 
get out of by an order permitting the hiring 
out of all prisoners in the county jail at the 
rate of $1.50a day. On the issuance of this 
order Dosenbach paid through a third party 
the amountof his hire for six months 
and unless the Oircuit Court re 
terferes or Sheriff Steiner recedes from the 
position he has taken, Maj. Smith’s slayer 
will not serve his sentence. The Court took 
no action in the matter yesterday, however, 
and the Sheriff is still in doubt what course 
to pursue. 

It appears that the more the matte- 
is pro the worse the odor bef 
comes.

Late in 
March, after having hela Melton Hail, Fox- 
hall Keene’s place at Melton Mowbray, he 
suddenly stopped hunting and announced 
the saleof his horses. These were eight in 
number and all picked animals, fetching ex- 
traordinary prices at Leicester, where they 
were sold in April, the average price of the 
lot being over 200 guineas.

No Irish leader has expressed 
himself on this point since Mr. Redmona’s 
speech last Monday, or indeed since Mr. 
Gladstone and Home Secretary Asquith out- 
lined the ministerial programme. Mr. 
Asquith has promised, however, the com- 
plete and hearty co-operation ofall the Mc- 
Carthy following. The British Liberals, 
he said, have subordinated great measures 
of legislative reform in order that they 
might concentrate their energies on the 
loyal execution of duties which they owed 
to their Irishaliles. [speak with most as- 
sured conviction,’’ he added, when I say 
that we wish toreceive from them like con- 
sideration andiike co-operation in all the 
ends we have in view.

Mr. Asquith in effect replies that Ireland’s 
unsatisfied but rightful demands make her 
now practically a hostile country. Glve her 
home rule, he says, and you make her a 
firm and serviceable ally.’’ 

The English press continues to comment 
with the utmost good nature on the French 
demonstrations, and except for Lord Salis- 
bury’s obviously partisan allusion, there is 
no public evidence that the presumptive alli- 
ance excites even a tremor as to England's 
future precarious condition. 

ITaLY’S FINANCIAL DISTRESS. 

Italy’s financial distress, as made start- 
lingly evident in Sig. Giolitti’s address, re- 
celves much more serious attention, It is 
universally accepted that the condition must 
soon end in national bankruptcy unless 
prompt aid comes from the outside. The 
Premier’s national reforms, in the opinion 
of every daily and weekly newspaper, Cannot 
possibly be carried out. The national debt 
now amounts to considerably over $2,000,000, - 
000 and the proposed reforms, even if carried 
out, will really reduce the ability of her

Louis Drinking Water Polluted by the 
Sewage of Chicago—Need Protection. 


At the next meeting of the Academy of 
Science Dr. Armand N. Ravold, bacteriolo 
gist of the St. Louis Medical College, will 
submit a report of the confirmation by the 
most eminent biologists of the East of the 
results of his series of tests of the water of 
the Mississippi River as announced by him 
last fall. At the time of Dr. Ra vold's investi- 
gations the typhoid fever epidemic was at its 
height and the finding of a bacillus typhosus 
in the water was deemed conclusive evidence 
that the disease arose from that source. Ihe 
tests were very carefully made and the pe- 
cullarities of the infinitesimal miero- organ. 
ism so marked that the bacteriologist was 
himself absolutely sure of the correctness of 
his deduction that the bacillus he had 
pounced upon was none other than the deadly 
transparent, homogeneous micro-organism 
for which he had been searching. But the 
matter wasone of such grave importance 
tnat Dr. Ravold determined tosubmit his 
results to other authorities soasto make 
assurance doubly sure. Now he is prepared to 
announce that Dr. Wm. H, Welch, Professor 
of Palthology of the John Hopkins Univer- 
sity, and Dr. Bolton his assistant, both of 
whom are authority par excellence in bio- 
logical research, have pronounced his bacil- 
lus a perfect typical culture. They have in- 
formed Dr. Ravold that they are entirely satis 
fied from their tests of tlilsjfact and when Dr. 
Baumgarten, Professor of Practical Medicine 
of the St. Medical College, was in the East on 
a visit they personally dold him that there 
could de no doubt of the genuinneess of No. 
21 of the Ravold specimens. 

Among the scientists Dr. Ravold’s suc- 
cess in finding the Illusive little pest so 
quikkly is looked upon as a most remarka- 
ble plece of good fortune because ordinarily 
thousands of tests of water containing 
bacilli may be made without finding one that 
will answer to all the tests. They also declare 
that the work of biologistot the St. Louis Col- 
lege was admirably done, 

THE BACILLUS TYPHOSUS. 

Ihe eccentricities of the bacillus typhosus 
are numerous, and whena micro-organism 
isfound displaying all of them there is no 
longer room for doubt as to its identity. 
Among other things that the typhoid bacillus 
does it grows on a piece of cooked potato, 
though you can see it neither with the eye 
nor the finest glass. It must be picked up 
with a plece of platinum wire, mounted and 
stained on a cover glass and studied witha 
microscope. It stains with aniline dyes and 
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ceptions, drew water. 
mountain on theotber side of Which was a 
fertile valley under cultivation. nth ere 
fever broke outinthe valley andthe brook 
which watered it became polluted by organic 
matter, When the water of the brook 
were used for irrigating on the 
side of the mountain the spring 
on the other side always rose and on this oc- 
casion when the irrigation took place typhoid 
fever broke outin Lausen with great viru- 
lence, but no cases were reported in families 
which used either water. Scientists 
thoroughly investigated that case, and de- 
came convinced that the bacilli passed 
through that mountain withthe water that 
seeps through from the irrigated lands on 
one side to the spring on the other. 
CAUSE OF THE BACILLI. 

Dr. Ravold was called froma discussion of 
bacilli to the probable cause of their ex- 
istence in the Mississippi water. While that 
ouestlon cannot be determined with abso- 
lute certainty it has been asserted that the 
germs are the result of the pollution of the 
water dy the Illinois River, which brings 
down from Chicago vast quantities of the 


sewage ofthat city. ‘‘Itis ofthe greatest 
importance,’’ saidthe sctentist, ‘‘that the 
dumping of the contents of the Chicago 
sewers intothe Mississippi be in some way 
obviated. There is no ground for the state- 
ment that water purifies itself in the course 
of a long flow. It does, of course, to some 
extent, because it deposits sediment all 
along, but not to the extent of ridding it of 
bacilli, and the most eminent scientists have 
asserted that water once polluted by organic 
animal matter is never thereafter ft to 
drink. The English River Pollution Commis 
sion declared taat such water was dangerous 
no matter how filtered, and that no river in 
England was lone enough to purify itself 
from sewage introduced at its source. I 
think that for this reason steps 
should be taken to guard against 
he pollution of the Mississippi if possible. If 
Chicago’s ship canal is ever completed there 
is a possibility that all of its sewage will be 
dumped into the Illinois, because then the 
flow of water throught the river from Lake 
Michigan will be so great that the sewage 
will be rapidly carried off. At present much 
ofChicago sewage is dumped away out in the 
lake by subaqueous conduits, bucause the 
river is so sluggish that it becomes unbeara- 
bly foul when the sewers are allowed to 
empty into it, but when this sluggishness is 
done away with Chicago will prefer to have 
its refuse carried off y Ay — river to having it 
dumped into the lake to be possibly pamped 
back in its drinking water supply.

I don’t intend to continue this life, but will 
return home in a few weeks. My sister 
wants me to do so. They know al! about 
me. Imetthe young man about a year ago. 
I wasemployedasa domestic in a private 
family.’’ 

A woman who claimed to be a married 
sister of the young woman was present dur- 
ing the interview, and gave the additio al 
information that the young man had been 
employed ina prominent dry goods store 
downtown. She said her sister had been in 
the Pine street resort since last February, 
and that the young man had placed her 
there after he had ruined her. Her father 
was dead. None ot her family but herself 
the woman said knew of the young woman’s 
misfortune. She learned of it six months 
ago she said. she intended taking her sis- 
ter home with her. 

Lulu stein the keeper of the resort seems 
attached to the young woman, but 
stated that she would do 
nothing to prevent her from giving 
up the life that she has been leading. The 
number given by the young woman as the 
address of the young man proved a vacant 
lot. The woman who claimed to be her sis- 
ter explained this »y stating that her sister 
was not sure of the number, but that 
the street was correct. That was, 
however, she said, his former address, 
He has removed to another street now, she 
said, but they did not know his number. 

A pathetic feature of the case was the fact 
of the universal grief that the death of the 
baby caused among the inmates of the resort. 
The Deputy Coroner stated that when he 
went to the place to hold the inquest that 
every one he met was in tears, indicating 
the instinct of motherhood among the un- 
fortunate outcasts.

Jury Brings In a Veridict Sentencing the 
Accused to Three Years in the Pen. 


The taking of evidence in the case of Frank 
Beard, charged with murder in the second 
degree for the killing of Ashley Jones, the 
West Point (Ark.) lumber merchant, was 
concluded yesterday afternoon, and by spe- 
Cial agreement the attorneys allowed 
the case to go the jury without 
argument. The jury was out about two 
hours, and acting upon the instructions of 
the Court not to find him gullty of a greater, 
offense than manslaughter, returned a ver- 
dict fixing the punishment at three years in 
the Penitentiary. Marshall F. McDonald, 
attorney for the defense, will make a mo- 
tion for a new trial on Monday. 

After the verdict was rendered Beard was 
allowed his liberty on his $10,000 bond pend- 
ing the further action of his attorney, Henry 
Nicolaus of the Green Tree brewery is se- 
curity for Beard. 

This was the second trial of this case, the 
first one, held in last June, resulting in a 
hung jury. The crime for which the de- 
fendant was tried was committed in Sep- 
tember, 1891, at the saloon 1216 Pine street, 
then conduciea by John Thomas Brady. 
Jones and several friends ,were out fora 
walk and drifted into Brady’s saloon, where 
Beard and Patrick Bernard met them. A 
dispute arose, and Beard struck Jones with a 
base ball bat, which, it is said, was handed 


to him by Bernard. The assault anes in 
or- 


nard, charged also with murder in the sec- 
ond degree, was surrendered by Louis Cella, 
his bondsman, this afternoon, when the 
jury’s verdict became known. Judge Ea- 
monds reduced the bond later from $3,000 to 
$2,000, stating that Bernard was not impli- 
cated in the crime further than being an ac- 


cessory.

The Vile Food Given Immigrants Leads 
to Saicide and Insanity. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 21.—M. D' Anglade, 
the French Consul, has expressed his inten- 
tion of asking that the French Minister at 
Washington interpose injthe Government’s 
prosecution of Capt. Laporte of the steam- 
ship Havre, That vessel arrived in New Or- 
leans ten days ago with fifty immigrants. 
They were a sorry, im poverished- looking set, 
and investigation brought out many ugly 
stories of their treatment on the havre. 
They were forty days out, and the am- 
grants say that their food ‘was insufficient to 
preserve their strength. They were served 
— rotten bread, with meat of such 

that it contained worms,

Only two ounces of meat were given at din- 
ner and this was served only three times a 
week. The Oaptain ran a sort of private 
store and sold sardines and cheese at exor- 
bitant prices to the starving passengers, 
who inthat way got ridof ali the mone 
they had provided for their journey to dif- 
ferent parts in America, after landing, 80 
that they were utterly stranded on their ar- 
rival, who had sufficient means left the 
boat at Havana. There was cne suicide dur - 
ing the voyage,a middle-aged Frenchman

It may, by the 
way, be noted that, however, unveracious 
these details of his looks, Chang Tao-ling 
D His career is sketched in 
the annals of the province in quite the same 
vein as are his physical characteristics. A 
scholar of profound erudition and able to 
foretell coming events, he sent in so master- 
Jy a paper on the troubles then besetting the 
Empire (A D. 60) that the Emperor ap- 
— — him Governor of Klang-chow. After 

olding this appointment fora few years he 
resigned, and then commenced the career 
which secured for him the celebrity which 
has lasted till the present day. 

Leaving the scene of his Government he 
became a hermit in the Pei Mang Mountains, 
and devoted his time to the study of witch- 
erat and the G@scovery of the elixir of life. 
He was next heard of on the Dragon and 
Tiger Mountain. Here he compounded the 
mystic pill of immortality and discovered the 
means of ruling the demons of the air and 
commanding the services of devils and 
bogeys. Among the supernatural feats with 
which he was credited, was the slaughter of 
a million devils, with one stroke of a vermil- 
ion pencil. These, at the humble interces- 
sion oftheir six kings, he restored to life 
upon condition that they betook themselves 
to Western countries ana left China alone. 

It was at Mount Ho-ning that Chang pro- 
fessed to receive in person a divine com- 
mission as the ‘‘Master of Heaven. Among 
the insignia ofhis new office wasa magic 
seal which would impress 100 sheets of paper 
at once although only touchingone. Its im- 
pression appears in the center ofthe charm 
engraved, and measures inthe original 4% 
inches each way. The seal, of course, is 
Claimed to be over 1,800 years old. 

The Master’s son Heng succeeded his 
father, who is alleged to have been taken up 
into heaven after having attained the age of 
123 years. A son has in turn succeeded until 
the present day. During the Ming Dynasty 
which terminated in 1644, the then Master“ 
was guardian of the heir apparent tothe 
throne. As an illustration of t duties de- 
volving upon the occupants of the 
Master's post the annals record that 
in 1707 the then Master of Heaven“ 
was directed to offer sacrifices 
on the five great mountains of Ohina, to 
charm away the ghost of the White Sheep at 
Hwangchow, andtoridthe Tai-hu Lake of 
the Crimson Monkey which haunted it! 
Another Goblia called the ‘Iron Lock, the 
dread and terror of the boat ple, as it 
contained the key to the winds 
was also commanded to be gO 
rid of by the subtle arts of this magician.’’

Capt. Frederick W. Kingsbury, U. 8 A., 
who was until recently stationed at Fort 
Wingate, N. M., has been detafledto take 
charge ofthe recruiting station in this clty 
on Pine street near Twelfth. Capt. O' Con- 
nor, who has been in charge, has been or- 
dered to Fort Mead, 8. D. A reporter of the 
SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH, Who called on Capt. 
Kingsbury, found that gentleman busily en- 
gaged answering questions for a couple of 
applicants for positions In the army. 

Is it easy to become a soldier in these 
days of fina nclal stringency?’’ asked the re- 
porter. 

In these piping times of peace, replied 
the Captain smiling, Uncle Sam is very 
particular as to the quality of recruits he se- 
lects for service. Financial stringencies do 
not affect army regulations. Health is 
wealth and the would-be aspirant for mil 
tary fame and honor must possess the 
former nowadays before he can be enrolled 
on the list of the regulation biluecoats.’’ 

**Suppose I were an applicant for a place as 
a private in the army?’” 

Nou would be rejected.“ 

Why?“ 

Because I judge you ure a man over 80 
years of age. 

Is a man over 80 ranked in the aged 
class?’’

„Physical defects. It is astonishing how 
many men there are who show up as models 
of physical perfection in their clothes, and 
when stripped for examination present some 
defect thatis apparent at once to the naked 
eye. 

**‘Whatare some of the minor defects that 
are causes for rejection?’’ 

„Well, besides constitutional and chronic 
diseases a man may be rejected for impal 
vision or hearing, imperfect teeth, a weak 
grip of the hand, splay feet, stinking 
feet, etc. , 

„Now, let me explain. By imperfect teeth 
I mean à man must have a sufficient number 
of teeth to proper masticate his food, 
otherwise he will be eg continually to 
indigestion, dyspepsia and the like. 

„Must he be able to bite off the end of a 
cartridge?“ 

Oh, no; we do not use that kind now. A 
man may have no front teeth atalland still 
be eligible as a recruit. It is the back teeth 
he needs for his food. By a weak grip’’ I 
mean the strength he has in his hand, and 
particularly the thumb must be sufficiently 
strong tocock the hammer of an ordinary 
army musket, It may seem strange but some 
men are rejected for this cause. An old frac- 
ture or sprain of the thumb renders it im- 
possible for them to handle the musket prop- 
erly. ‘‘Splay feet’’ are where the sub- 
arches, if I may so term them, or the part of 
the foot below the instep that comes in con- 
tact with tne ground, is perfectly nat and 
turnedinwards. Aman cannot march any 
distance with this defect. It is the same 
with the big toe gone, or any two toes on the 
— foot. These are also causes for rejec- 

on. 

Capt. Kingsbury then took the reporter to 
the examining room on the second floor and 
explained the modus operandi of examining 
applicants. 

In the first place.“ said the Captain, 'the 
men are required totakea bath and come to 
this room inthe garb of Adam. They are 
weighed and then their exact height taken 
on this instrument, which answers for both 
purposes. 

A close examination follows for physical 
defects, 

**They are required to walk, 
the lungs, stoop, bend 
back ward, and in short subject 
themselves to the usual tests made 
by a physician in examining an athiete 
or pugilist. Ifthereisany weakness of the 
lungs or heart it is made apparent before the 
applicant is through with the test. 

His eyesight is then tested by placing him 
at one end of the room and asking bim to call 
off the letterson this card, which you may 
see is one used by oculists for the same pur- 

se. If he passes this test satisfactorily he 

s shown this card nailed on the wall, the 
shape of the letter E. all the arms being of 
equal length. It is turned tothe right, left, 
up and down. 

Next a card with this letter in the four sev- 
eral positiogs is placed at the end of the 
room and he is compelled to stand atthe 
other end and place a hand first over one eye 
and then over the other and tell with the eye 
which ts uncovered the positionof any one 
ofthe E’s pointed out. His grip and the 
strength of his thumb is tested by giving him 
this musketto handle and so on he is put 
through all the necessary tests to establish 
his physical soundness.’’ 

What percentage pass these tests?’’ 

Five in twenty is large, in fact more than 
eighty men in every 100 examined are ro- 
jected. Many of them are rejected before 
being taken to the examining room. Their 
own statements condemn them.“ 

Capt. Kingsbury then stated that all cav- 
alry recrults from this station are sent to 
Jefferson Barracks and those intended for 
infantry service are sent to the barracks at 
Columbus, O. 

There are no vacancies in the cavalry at 
present, nor in any of the colored reg- 
iments, they all having their full comple- 
ment of men. 

The men enlist for five years and at the end 
of three years may obtain a furlough and at 
its termination, if their former services have 
been satisfactory, may obtain an honorable 
discharge.

| CHOLERA POISON, 


REMARKABLE RECENT DISCOVERIES 
CONCERNING THE COMMA BACILLUS, 


Written for the SUNDAY PoOSst-DISPATCH. 

That the comma bacillus is not the real and 
only agent of cholera has long been a matter 
of certainty, and the discussion between the 
**Localists’’ and **Contagionists’’ has mer- 
rily gone on since the last cholera epidemic, 


Profs. Pettenkofer and Emmerich of Munich | 


drank pure cultures of comma bacilla in order 
to demonstrate this, and nos Emmerich 
himself comes forward, surprising the world 
with new information concerning the vital 
question of th real cholera poison. If neither 
alcaloids nor toxalbuming can be regarded 
as the practical and activeagents of cholera, 
it must be the generation of other substances 
by the comma bacillus. 

Emmerich started out on this theory and at 
once directed his attention to a substance 
which is generated by the comma bacillus in 
proportionately large quantities. This sub- 
stance is nitrous acid and its combinations, 
the nitrites. Earlier investigations made by 
Petri brought out the fact that nitrite was 
found in cultures of comma bacillus, but 
little heed was paidto itatthetime. The 
nitrite is an exceedingly virulent poison, 
and guinea pigs, rabbits and dogs are killed 
by very small quantities of it. Most sensi- 
tive to it fs man himself. The symp- 
toms of nitrite poisoning in man are 
almost identical with cholera symp- 
toms, and the blood of persons poisoned with 
nitrites presents the same changes as that 
ofcholera victims. The slight and unessen- 
tial differences between the twocases, the 
direct poisoning with nitrite and the attack 
of cholera, are readily explained on the basis 
that in the former case the poison is absorbed 
by the stomach direct while in the latter it Is 
generated by the comma dacillus ia the small 
intestine, developing and spreading from 
there. 

Emmerich and many of his followers hold, 
therefore, thatthe nitrites generated by the 
comma bacillus are the real and essential 
cause of the danger and deadliness of the 
disease. 

“fnis knowledge having been acquired, the 
next step is to find the remedy which pre- 
vents the comma bacillus from developing 
these nitrites. Emmerich, assisted by Prof. 
Tsubol, has experimented with several pure 
eultures of comma baccillus. One of these 
came from Hamburg, but for reasons un- 
known it had lost much of its power to form 
nitrite. Another which was procured in 
Massaua formed extraordinary quantities cf 
nitrite, and the MaSsaua bacteri@ proved 
the most poisonous and dangerous. 

To those not familiar with chemistry the 
following information will make clear the 
com position of these substances: 

Nitrous acid isa chemical combination of one 
atom of hydrogen, one atom of nitro and 
two atoms of oxygen. These three elq@ments 
are contained in nitric acid, exce that 
there are three atoms ot oxygen instead of 
two. A combination of these acids with 
lime, potash or soda produces salts: nitrous 
or nitric lime, nitrous or nitric kali (nitrate 
of potash), etc. Nitrous salts are called ni- 
trates, nitric salts nitrites. These gaits are 
found everywhere in nature, and the comma 
bacilli transform the nitrates into nitrites by 
depleting the former of thelr oxygen con- 
tents. N 

The part taken by the nitrates in nature is 
an all important one. Vegetables and cereals 
raised for the nourishment of man and beast 
need nitrates fortheir growth, and strange 
to say, itis a mierobe which gives them this 
fecundity. This discovery is of very recent 
date, but it would lead too far to enter intoa 
detailed account of it. Plants absorb nitrates 
through their roots, and in their cells trans- 
form N into that precious nutriment for men 
and animals called vegetable albumen. 

But in harvesting the cereals all the ni- 
trates have not been changed into al- 
bumen for almost every one of the 
vegetables which we eat contains a lit- 
tle niter, or nitrate of lime, or magnesia. 
These nitrates, taken into the stomach and

The Campania and Lucania Shortem the 
Time of Crossing the Atlantic. — 
New Yor«, Oct. 21.—The new twin screw 
sister ships of the Cunard line, the Campania 
themselves 


and Lucania, distinguished yes- 
terday by creating new records. The Lu- 
cania’s captain and chief engineer, rushing 
eastward for Daunt Rock, intent on ectlips- 
ing the eastward record of the Campania, 5 
days, 14 hours and % minutes, and the on- 
thusiasts at the helm and in the engine room 
of the Campania bounding toward Sandy 
Hook were ambitious to lower, by a few 
minutes at least, the westward record of the 
Lucania, 5 days, 13 hours and 45 minutes, 
The Campania was sighted off Fire Island at 
8:50-0’clock last night. As she had passed 
Daunt Rock, bound hither, at 1:35 p. m., 


Queenstown time, it was plain enough that 
she had at least broken the westward record 
of her swift sister, the Lucania. The al- 
culators ceased conjecturing when the news 
came up from Quarantine at 12:45 this morn- 
ing that the Campania had bettered the 
ocean grossing record of the Lucania by just 
7 minutes. er time was 5 days, urs 
and 23 minutes, and her daily runs were 
456, 517, 624, 528, 533, and knots. She 
traversed 2,786 knots, which is nineteen 
knots shorter than the eastward course of 
the Lucanla. The Lucania beat the eastward 
time of the Campania. She also made the 
trip in 15 minutes less time than it took her 
tocometothis side. Her time was 5 days, 
18 hours and 80 minutes, which is 1 hour and 
25 minutes better than the eastward record 
of the Campania. 


THEY WILL FIGHT. 


Del Pilar Will Meet an Indignant Hus- 
band on the “Field ef Honor.” 


NEW York, Oct. 21.—A duel a la France, be- 
tween Audinet Gilbert and Manuel del Pilar 
de Santa Maria, is an event to be expected 
within the very near future. Where it will 
take place is yet uncertain, but friends of 
both principals who are well qualified to 
speak on the subject declared yesterday that 
the meeting would not occur on this con- 
tinent. Apart from the consideration of the 
severity of the laws of the United States 
against dueling there are many reasons for 
this. In the first place, Senor del Pilar, 
who chivalrously crossed the ocean 
to defend Mrs. Gilbert against the 
accusations of her husband, is obliged to re- 
turn without delay to his diplomatic post in 
Paris,and, second, there is good reason for 


belleving that at the time of the receipt of 
Mr. Gilbert’s cartel he placed his honor in 
the hands of gentlemen whom it would be 
manifestly unfair to require to make a jour- 
ney to this country. It is said that Mr. Gil- 
bert finds himselfin the same position and 
that in consequence his departure for France 
will not be long delayed. 

Both men are in deadly earnest and the 
encounter will be no. child’s lay. 
As the challenged party, Senor 
del Pilar will have the advantage 
of the choice of weapons and will doubtless 
avail himeelf of bis extraordinary skill in the 
use of the smallsword. He is also a skilled 
marksman, but as a fencer he ranksas one of 
the great artists of the famed Martignac 
Salle d’ Armes in Paris, 

In view, however, of the deadly character 
of the enmity between the two menitis pos- 
sible that pistols may be the chosen weapons, 
in w hich case Mr. Gibert will be at no disad- 
vantage. From boyhood he has hada fond- 
ness for fire-arms that amounted to 
a passion and with revolver, dueling 
pistol or rifle he yields the palm of dexterity 
tonoone. One of his favorite exhibitions of 
skill used to be to light a parlor match at 
thirty feet with one bullet and extinguish it 
with the next. His courage bas never been 
questioned, and it is said that the prospective 
encounter will be by no means hisfirst ap- 
pearance on the field of honor. 

Neither of the principals could be seen yes- 
terday. Mr, Gilbert is staying at his moth- 
er's house at the corner of Madison avanue 
and Thirty-second street, but he denied 
himself to all callers. Friends 
of Senor del Pilar said that he positively de- 
clined to say anything about the prospec- 
tive duel except that he was prepared at 
any time to namea gentleman who would 
meet Mr. Gibert’s second and arrange all 
the liminaries. Asthis, however, would 
ren all parties concerned amenable to 
the law ofthe land it is hardly likely that 
the meeting of seconds will take place on 
this side of the water. 

The announcement that a duel 
the tapis was the subject of 
discussion in the clubs und some au- 
thorities on the code were disposed to 
adversely criticise Senor del Pilar’s admis- 
sionthathe had received a challenge. On 
the other hand it was urged that the chal- 
lenge was of remote date, and that Senor del 
Pilar’s indignation at not being permitted to 
reply in court to the aspersions cast upon his 
honor constituted a valid excuse for what 
would otherwise have been regarded as an 
unpardonable infraction of one of the funda- 
mental rules of the code, 

When Mrs. Gilbert was asked last night 
whether she had heard that a duel was in 
contemplation, she said that Senor 
del Pilar had told her of Mr. Gilbert’s 
challenge at the time he received it, but she 
refused to say any more on the subject, ex- 
cept that she sincerely hoped that the meet- 
ing would not take place.

A Women Goes With Him to See a House 
Rid of Rodente—BShe Gits on a Water | 
Barrel and Holds Up Her Skirts—He 
Tells ot Rats’ Odd Ways. * 


Bpecial Correspondenee SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

New York, Oct. 18.— Rat- catehing is one of 
the unique employments to be found only in 
a great metropolis like New York. I know a 
professional rat catcher. He is notin the 
least like the .romantic-looking person who 
sings the part of the rat-catcher in the opera 
of that name, nor does he charm the rats by 
the music of a magic flute. 

He is a sturdy Englishman, who prides 
himself upon his ability to kill a rat with his 
teeth, like a dog, and is, in truth, a veritable 
rat catcher and descroyer. 

I wrote to him requesting him to take me 
with himon one of nis nightly raids, and, 
receiving a favorable reply, I presented my- 
self at his place several nights ago, ready to 
fulflll my part of the engagement. When I 
entered 1 found him playing with a white 
rat, which be had tamed into quite a pet. 
When it saw me the animal ran quickly into 
the pocket of his coat, just sticking {ts head 
out, and watching me witha curious pair of 
blink ing pink eyes. The rat-catcher assured 
me that the beast (for, be it white or black. 
a rat is a rat) would not come out ofits hid- 
ing place, and I advanced. 

‘*I suppose you brought your smelling-bot- 
tle along with you?’’ he questioned, witha 
grim smile. 

No, I dian't! Why?“ I demanded. 

Oh, only because the bait we use isn’t 
very pleasant. 

He handed me a bottle filled with a brown- 
looking mess, which had a sickening odor 
and was, he told me, a mixture of fish, 
cheese, onions, cabbage and gall, allin a de- 
eayed condition. Then hé put the rat into 
a cage and began making big preparations to 
start by packing his tools in a canvas valise, 
These consisted of an ax, a saw, a chisel, a 
hammer, tin-cutting shears, a roll of tin- 
plate to cut into covers for rat holes, a box 
of nails with which to fasten the bits of tin 
over the holes, a pair of overalls, steel traps, 
a dark-lantern, a pair of rubber shoes, a bot- 
tle of bait and a big canvas bag. 3 

We were bound fora private residence on 
Madison avenue, which the rat-catcher was 
under contract to rid it of rats before the fam- 
ily returned from their summer outing. The 
only person we saw as we entered was a 
servant, who regarded me _ curiously, no 
doubt wondering what part of the catching I 
did. We went immediately into the cellar, 
and the rat-catcher suggested that 1 mount 
upon a huge water cask, where I would be 
out of reach of the rats and at the same time 
be enabled to see everything that was going 
on. Next he put on his overalls and rubber 
shoes. Then de lit his lantern and made a 
survey of the traps—about thirty in number 
—which were set in various parts of the cal- 
lar. In them he found twenty dead rats. He 
threw them into the canvas bag and replaced 
the traps with fresh ones, which he took out 
of his valise, explaining that the rats were 
too cute to go near a trap after one had been 
caught in it until it had Deen washed and all 
odor of the dead rat removed. 

He put fresh bait in all the traps, after 
which he nailed up some open rat-holes 
which he discovered, ‘‘to stop up their lay- 
outs and block up their runs, as he ex- 

ressed it. Putting bait in his pocket and 

dam me to keep silent, he sat down to 
walt, 

And it was a wait! Twenty minntes, thirty 
minutes went by. I was beginning to feel 
decidedly uncomfortable on top of my cask, 
Suddenly the rat-catcher made a squeaking 
noise, just like a rat, and, turning bis lantern 
full into one corner, 1, plainly saw a huge 
black rat stick its nose out of the hole. It 
looked first on one side and then on the other 
and then disappeared. In disappointment I 
whispered ‘*Pshaw, he has gone. 

„Su!“ he answered. He's gone to fetch 
the others,’’ 

In a few minutes back he came, and, after 
another curious look, left the hole, closely 
followed by at least a dozen rats. lick! 
Click !’’ snapped several traps as some of the 
rats, attracted by the smell of the bait, ven- 
tured too close. 

Now was the rat-catcher’s time to work, 
and, with the agility of a cat, he caught them 
up as they ventured near him, drawn by 
that irresistible smell, which was fast turn- 
ing my stomach. One ventnresome fellow 
ran almost across the rat catcher’s foot, and 
in a twinkling was caught up and thrust into 
the bag, there to de associated with rats both 
dead and alive. 

Three rats were huddled together in a cor- 
ner, too frightened to move, asthe glare of 
the lantern was turned full upon them. Two 
of them were deftly caught up by the rat - 
catcher, but the other, making a desperate 
jump for liberty, ran directlyon a spring 
trap and was caught in the middle. The 
work went on a short while longer, when the 
rat-catcher said he had done all he could 
that night, and, taking off his overalls and 
rubber shoes, he began repacking his valise 
preparatory to going.

About twenty dead and maybe fifteen or 
twenty alive. ow I will just give those 
traps another look before we go, and he 
made a hasty final survey of the cellar. 
When be was through he turned to me, say- 
ing: Naw don’t you think you had Detter 
get down from that barrel?’’ 

Are you quite sure there are no more 
free rats anywhere about?’’ I asked 
anxiously. 

**QOuite,’’ be answered, with a twinkling 
eye. ‘‘Just yourun for the kitchen stairs, 
if you are scared, and 2 up your petti- 
coats. You wouldn't a woman i ou 
didn’t. Don’t mind me, and he consider- 
ately turned his back while I made a rush for 
the stairs, imagining as I ran that—but 
everybody, at least every woman, knows 
what I imagined. 

„„We sometimes make curious finds when 
looking for nests,’’ the ratcatcher said. 
Ones I founda nest made out of a bustle, 
and padded around with human hair. In the 
nest there was every small thing you could 
think of, spools of thread, skeins of silk, ta pe, 
— pocket handkerchiefs and even a 
baby’s rattle. But one very lu discovery 
was made in the nest of a rat in the cellar of 
a ler dry goods house, where I founda 
splendid diamond ear-ring. Rats pick up 
everything that is small enough to drag into 
their holes. That th do this often ina 
spirit of mischief and not to provide the 
necessaries for living, is proved by the fact 
that they take many things which they can - 


not eat. 

„A rat is naturally a busy animal. When 
it is not working it is playmg. lonce found 
seventeen rolls of gilt furniture gimp ina 
rat’s nest in an uphoistery place. Think of 
the work it was to carry away that gimp! It 
had to be unwrapped first and then pulled into 
the hole, and as each roll was three yards 


steal one roll alone. 

„Rats are greedy and never seem to get 
enough. A funny nd I madeinaury goods 
store proves this. It was five coal scuttles 
fuli bread crust, orange peels, banana 
skins and other eatables, the remnants of 
the lunches of the employes for several 
months. As the employes ate their lunches 
on the fifth fioor, and 1 found all these 
things in the cellar, just think ot the trips it 
took to carry it all down. But, then, rats 
Barer get tired, and besides, they help each 
other. 

**T have seen twe rats carry away ane 
without breaking it. How do they do it? One 
rat lays on his back and holds the egg stead 
ily on bis stomach with his paws.

OPIUM CULTIVATION, 


Is Grown and Gathered in 


From Pearson’s Weekly. 

As the cultivation of tobacco is prohibited 
in England, except under a special license 
from the excise authorities, so the cultiva- 
tion of the poppy in British India is forbidden 
unless license is takenout. Whenacultivator 
takes out a permit from the Oplum Depart.- 
ment to cultivate a certain area (usually two- 
thirds of an ecre of his land), be receives an 
advance in money to secure his allegiance, 
and he binds himself to deliver to the . 
agent, at a fixed price, ordinarily 5 shillings 
a pound, whatever oplum may be produced 
upon his land. 

When official supervision is efficient it Is 
certainly very dificult for a man to cultivate 

ppy on a larger area than is Covered by his 
fiesnse witbout detection. The cultivation 
cannot be concealed. It is a sort of garden 
cultivation, the poppy plants being grown in 
little squares or beds, intersected by tiny 
water channels for irrigation, Whenever this 
is possible. The growth of the plant is care- 
fully tended, and at length the time comes

ABUSED HYPNOTISM 


—— 
ANYBODY AND ANYTHING MAY HAVE 60- 
CALLED HYPNOTIC POWER. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH. 

What is hypnotism? Has it any scientific 
value or is it humbug, pure and simple? 
Granting that the hypnotic condition is an 
admitted clinical fact, is it valuable in 
therapeutics? Can.any use be made of the 
power of suggestion as a curative agent? 
Has it any value in the law as a means of ob- 
taining justice? Inshort,isitofany use or 
interest beyond the revelation of certain 
drain phenomena and the exhibition 
of rather vulgar tricks? These are the 
questions which Dr. Ernst Hart 
has undertaken to answer. From time to 
time Dr. Hart has written papers on hyp- 
notism for medical magazines and scientific 
reviews. These he has grouped in an inter- 
esting book called ‘‘Hypnotism, Mesmerism 
and the New Witchcraft,’’ puDlished on this 
side of the Atlantic by D. Appleton & Co. The 
subject matter is confined to his own obser- 
vation of experiments, subsequently tested 
by himself, andto conclusions drawn from 
patient investigation and from ac- 
tual experience. His final con- 
clusion is that the views ad- 
vanced ‘‘will meet with general acceptance 
from the medical and scientific world, and 
that they will serve a useful purpose in dis- 
sipating some popular errors anda good deal 
of pseudo-scientific, superimposed on a slen- 
der basis of physiological and pathological, 
phenomena. They may be of some service, 
also, in unmasking a prevalent system of 
imposture which had imposed upon a good 
many journalists and men of literary cult- 
ure. There is evidenced in advance the 
tendency of Dr. Hart’s research, unfavor- 
ble to the school of psychical research, 

EARLY EXPERIMENTS, 

Very early in life Dr. Hart admits he be. 
came interested in hypnotism. He found 
that subjects were reduced to the condition 
of human automata, acting under the in- 
fluence of suggestion, ondit was then that 
he instituted a series of control experiments 
to define the sphere of the phenomena. 

These control experiments lay in eliminat- 
ing the very element which was supposed to 
be the cause of the phenomena. Then the 
most efficient of the causes of this mesmeric, 
hypnotic, magnetic or electro- biological con- 
dition of the subject was generally assumed 
to be either the bce pape 3 of the operator 
or some fluid, magnetic, electrical, physical 
or other, emanating fromthe operator, or 
from some object which he had touched or 
otherwise impregnated or invested with an 
influence, a fluid or a power proceeding from 
himself. Dr, Hart eliminated his will; he 
even set it in direct opposition to the result 
to be obtained. He dispensed with all passes 
of gestures and sat before his patients ina 
state of indifference and curlosity. ret 
the same results were obtained.’’ In one 
case in treating a young woman for a bad 
cough, he made her sit down in front of a 
lighted candle, whieh, he assured her, had 
been mesmerized. ‘‘Presently,’’ he con- 
tinued, her cough ceased and she fell into a 
profound sleep, which lasted till 12 o’clock 
next day. ° 

hen I returned from shooting I was in 
formed that she was still asleep and could 
not be awoke, and 1 had great difficuity in 
awaking zer. That night there was a large 
dinner party, and, unluckily, I sat opposite 
her. Presently she again became drowsy 
and had to be led from the table, alleging, to 
my great confusion, that I was again mes- 
merizing her. So susceptible did she become 
to my supposed mesmeric influence, which I 
vainly assured her, as was the case, that I 
was very farfrom exercising or attempting 
to exereise, that it was tound expedient 
to take her up to London. I was out 
riding in the afternoon that she left. 
and, as we passed therallway station, my 
host, who was riding with me, suggeeted 
that, as his friends were — leaving by that 
train, he would like to alightand take leave 
of them. I dismounted with him and went 
on the platform, and avoided any leave-tak- 
ing; but anfortunately in walking up and 
dow, it seemed that I twice passed the win- 
dow of the young lady’s carriags. She was 
again self-mesmerized and fell into a slee 
which lasted throughout the journey, an 
recu at intervals forsome days after- 
wards.’’

CONDITION OF PURELY SUBJECTIVE. 

It is a common delusion, according to Dr. 
Hart, that the mesmerist or hypnotizer 
counts for anything in the experiment. The 
operator, whether priest, physician, char- 
latan, self-deluded enthusiast or conscious 
impostor, is not the source of any occult in- 
fluence, does not possess any mysterious 
power, and plays only a secondary and insig-

TESTS AT LA CHARITE HOSPITAL. 

A little more than eighteen months ago, 

attracted by the fame of the experiments. 
made by Dr. Luys, at La Ohurite Hospital, 

Dr. Hart went to Paris to see and investigate 
for himself. Four patients were operated 
on, a man named Mervel, and three women, 

Marquerite, Clarice and Jeanne, The ex- 


pertments were interesting. Having thrown 
the man into the hypnotic condition Dr. 
Luys showed him a bar magnet. „ Wnat do 
you see, he said, ‘‘from that pole? Pres- 
ently Mervel’s features, which up 
to that moment ad been 
expressive only of stupor, became animated 
and smiling, he caressed the end of the mag- 
net with both hands. ‘‘Ah,’’ he said, with 
delight, and like a child playing with some 
beautitul toy, ses the blue flames; it's blue, 
the flames are playing out, it 1s the color of 
the sky—the color of heaven. Then the bar 
was reversed, and the opposite end was 
shown. Ah, he said, that's red. ‘ie 
features contracted, his brows were knit. his 
face was expressive of horror and fright. 
Take it away, he said, ‘‘it’s red, red; 1 
don’t like it, it hurts me. 

Before restoring the man to his normal 
condition it was ordered that he was to 
awake forgetting all that had happened and 
to passa happy day and be very well. He 
did awake with a dazed look for a short time 
and presently said, smilingly, in answer to 
questions, that he was feeling very well, and 
that he did not remember that anything had 
happened, and that he was going to have a 
quiet, pleasant day. 

The girl Marguerite was hypnotized and 
a tube of alcohol was placed in contact with 
her neck. The tube contained about ten 
drams ofeognac. The effect on Marguerite 
was very rapid and marked; she began to 
move her lips and to swallow; the expression 
of ber face changed, and she ed, What 
have you given me to drink am quite 
giddy. * At first she 
troubled look, then she began to get gay. 
Jam ashamed of myself, she said; ‘*I feel 
quite tipsy,’’and after passing through some 
of the phases of lively inebriety she began 
to fall from the chair, and waswith difficulty 
prevented from eprawiing on the floor. She 
was uncomfortable, and seemed on the point 
of vomiting, but this was stopped, and she 
was calmed, 

Clarice, another hypnotic, a former pa- 
tient, and what is termed a highly trained 
subject, wno had looked in on a visit, was 
hypnotized and placed in a chair alongside 
of Marguerite, Her hand and phat of Mar- 
1 were clasped together. Now, said 

or. Luys, we will see if the vibrations char- 
acteristic of this nervous condition will be 
transferred by contact from one to the 
other.’’ Very shortly Clarice went through 
the same stages; she, too, presently became 
giddy, facially disturbed, disordered in 
esture, She passed through the stages of 
runken gayety and then of profound ine- 
briety with muscular resolution, 

The last experiment lay in putting valerian 
into a sealed tube and applying it to Meroel’s 
neck, Now, explained Dr. s, he is 
being transformed into a cat, and cats can- 
not speak; and therefore he cannot speak.’’ 
Presently the unhappy being threw himself 
onto the floor, sprawling on all fours, mak- 
ing little leaps and spiings of an awkwardly 
feline character, then svitting like a tom cat, 
and mewing. He followed the physicians 
across the room with the simulated actions 
of a highly excited cat, scratching at oui 
clothes mowing and becoming very excited, 
with a livid and congested face. 

DR. HART REPEATS THE TESTS. 

All this was Very interesting, so Dr. Hart

Nowadays everyone uses slang. Men, 
women and children, ffom the little ‘‘tots’’ 
who lisp their words and whose parents 
think their sayings se cute,“ tothe vener- 
able patriarch, with one footin the grave, 
all employ, more or less liberally, those 


coined adjectives not to be found in any die- 
tionary, but which apparently express just 
the idea one wishes to convey in an emphatic 
and forcible manner. 

Probably of all classes, noteven excepting 
the street gamin, thieves and criminals 
possess by far the largest vocabulary of 
slang; indeed it may be conceded that they 
have a lingo pecullarly their own, and which 
would be absolutely unintelligible to the 
average citizen.

Few features of interest have developed in 
cotton. The cool weather throughout the 
South caused quite a scare of damage to the 
crop by frost, and while frost was reporte: 
from many sections, it was found that little 
damage had been itnfllcted. What gave most 
support to the market early in the week was 
the free buying of spinners in Liverpool, 
which, however, gradually slackene i up and 
became decidedly small the past couple 
days. It was said that improved crop pros 
pects from Texas and indications of a larger 
movement were the cause of the let- up in 
the demand. In Texas the weather has been 
very favorable for cotton picking and 
growers have utilized it,and are generally 
well advanced with their picking. The rains 
which occurred about two weeks ago im- 
proved cotton slightly over the central and 
western portions of North Texas, where 
there was a licht top crop. The crop esti- 
mate of Mr. Neill was rather larger than had 
been expected. It predicts a minimum for 
the crop of 1893-94 of 7,700,000 bales. 


* * 


The cotton trade locally shows up much 
better than last year, though last season is a 
poor one to make comparisons with. Cotton 
factors generally take a bright view of the 
situation and expect to do a dig business 
this season. Indications are very favorable 
that such will be the case, as is shown by 
the net receipts since Sept. 1, which have 
aggrecated 12,319 bales as against 5,551 for 
the corresponding time last year, and is 
surely a good start in the right direction. 
The strong financial backing of the St. Louls 
cotton dealers has been a very important 
factor in drawiag cotton to this point, and it 
is due to this that most of the cotton received 
so far hascome from sections farther south 
than what is usually considered to be St. 
Louis territory. Arkansas cotton is just be- 
ginning to come ani still larger receipts 

are looked for from now on. Re- 
ported sales during the week were 
4,091 bales, most of which was taken by ex- 
porters. American spinners are buying very 
little cotton, as mills are generally operating 
on halftime and running on old stocks of 
cotton. There was ademand for good river 
cottonand heavy bodied staple. Business 
was restricted to some extent on account of 
moderate offerings of desirable cotton, as 
the supply consisted largely of short and un- 
desirable staple. 


It wasa hard struggle to maintain prices 
on hay the past week. Receipts again 
showed an increase—3,650 tons, against 3.360 
the week before. but shipments increased 
some, though not enough to cut any figure in 
values—560 tons, against 401 tons. As usual 
good hay was mainly wanted, but at no time 
was the demand sufficient to absorb the 
daily arrivals. The demand was confined to 
the wants of local dealers, and while they 
bought considerable early in the week, 
their purchases late were largely 
cut down, and on Friday and yesterday trad- 
ing was extremely light. This late in the 
month local dealers as a rule cut down their 
purchases and stocks as low as possible. 
Receivers being well aware of this and know- 
ing that unless extra concessions are offered 
buyers cannot be induced to take hold, pre- 
fer to run their surplus to store rather than 
concede sharp discounts, and for this reason 
no pressure to sell was noted, and the small 
quantity traded in was mainiy at 
prices ruling at the close of last week. 
Medium grades were largely in excess of 
supply, and large amounts bave gone into 
store daily, largely increasing the stocks 
of this classofhay, At one time in the fore 
part of the week there wasa fair demand, re- 
sulting inconsiderable trading in extreme 
low grades, but at dead low prices; later 
buyers of this class of hay dropped out and 
at the close of the week there was no mar- 
ket forit. Prairie about held its own, re- 
ceipts were fair and the average quality 
good anda steady market was, maintained 
all week.

Two of the Curtis Jurors have done things 
that would convict them in any court of hav- 
ing taken bribes,andIdo not propose to 
permit these men to go free.“ 
Attorney Wilson, who defended Curtis, 
gays he does not believe the Jury was bribed, 
but thinks that McManus and Dunn tried to 
„ -extort money from his client. 
: Ihenewspapers boldly attack certain of 
the jurors whotried the case and acquitted 
Curtis. Outside of the phase of charged 
jury-bribing the case possessed interest 
much greater than attachés to most “murder 
Cases, because the man acquitted is known 
in every city in the country as Sam' li of 
Losen. 

The charge now eis that two sets of juror- 

bribers were engaged and that $8,000 was 
promised and only $2,809 pald. The purchase 
was of four jurors, but only one pair of the 
juror- bribers was paid.

PROTESTS ‘ARE RKEING A CHANGE. IN 
RESIDENCZ ARCHITECTURE. 


Some Examples of the Massive Style of 
Houses in St. Louls—Statistics on St. 
Louis Bailding Which Certainly 
Show a Most Remarkable Spreating 
Out cf the City. 


St. Louis has bunt 85,265 Hew houses in the 
past decade at a cost of $100,000,000.. These 
figures were taken from the records of the 
Commissioner of Publ: Building and are be- 
low what they actually should be, it being 
customary for a bullder to take out a permit 
for about 25 per cent less than the actual cost 
of the building. These buildings will average 
a thirty-three foot frontage eacb, and if 
placed side by side with no space 
between them they would form a solid row of 
buildings reaching from St. Louis to within a 
few miles of Chicago. In actual figures the 
row of buildings thus formed would be 220 
miles long. 

From these figures a fairideaof the rapid 
growth ofthe city may be formed. With a 
bullding record of this kind itis not strange 
that the architectural tastes of the people 
have become cultivatea to a degree. They 
are no longer satisfied to go to the carpenter 
or builder who could place bays and towers 
on a house with gables runningin all direc- 
tions surmounted by scroll work and think 
that work of this kind was architecture. 
Every person who builds now-a-days secures 
the services of an architect with sufficient 
skill to render a house unique,attractive and 
beautiful in its proportions and adaptation. 

During the past decade, domestic archi, 
tecture has almost completed. a circle 
of development and after leaving 
the colonial style. of early date 


with its high ceilings and spacious rooms for 
the so-called Queen Anne and Elizabethan 
house, we have reached a point where large 
rooms are again in demand. During the 
period in which the Queen Anne reigned the 
city became fillea with a cheap class of 
houses, mere boxes, built of flimsy material 
with rooms scarce ‘large enough for a person 
to turn around in. The period dur- 
ing which the Queen Anne house 
became so popular in st, Louis was one or 
marked prosperity to the real estate inter- 
estsof tue city, und it was this prosperity 
which brought the Queen Anne to its pres 
ent standard. The demand for ready - built 
homes was so great that large numbers of 
builders and speculators were induced 
to go into the business of putting 
up houses to sell. The population 
was growing so fast that the opie had to 
have houses, and the builder 118 reasonably 
sure of disposing of his houses if they were 
anywhere near what they ought to be. 

Dullders began to contract thé rooms and 
lower the cellings to gave labor and 
material. The workmanship was also 
of a pvorer class, and to hide these 
defects nooks and aleoves were t 
into the rooms, which, instead ot making 
them more commodious, so cut them up that 
but little room was left for furniture and the 
folding bed and upright plano became a ne- 
necessity. For a time, while houses with 
many angles were the fad and houses of any 
kind were scarce, the public appeared satis. 
fied with small rooms and put up with the 
inconvenience. 

PROTEST AGAINST SMALL ROOMS.; 

Of late, however, there bas been a protest 
against small rooms, At the offices of the 
real estate agents it is learned that the tn- 
quiry for large rooms and high cellings fg be- 
coming general, People want them, and for 
this reason oid houses dullt irom 
to thirty years are 
in demand among renters and purchasers 
of ready bullt houses. While from the archi- 
eople who want to 
bulid now are making thelr rooms larger and 
their ceilings higher. Among the latter class 
of residences the colonial or an adaptation of 
the colontal style of building is coming into 

pularity. It is a style the distinguishing 
eature of which is its piain square sur- 
faces, roofs of medium itch genera 
furnished with a deck, and in residences with 
Wide two-story porches, the main roof fre- 
quently extending over the porch, In th 
colonia}! style of house of the better ess th 
rooms are from 20 to 50 per cent larger than 
in those ofthe Queen Anne, The ceilin 
the present colonial nouse are not so h as 
those of the early period of colonial archi- 
tecture, but tney are much hizher than the 
proventag style of Queen Anne and Eliza- 

‘the fad in residences of the better class in 
the past few years has beenin the direction 
of what has been termed the three-quarier 
house, with lacpe reception and siair 
one side of the house and pa 
room and library on one side.

located on either side of it. 
This style is what is called the 
doubles house and is the style in 
which many of the better class of residences 
are bullt. 

The day of small and irregular rooms in 
St. Louis is nearing an end, and the builder 
who does not want to be left with an ele- 
phant on his hands now must cater to the 
growing demand for large, square rooms 
with high ceilings. The upright plano, so 
necessary in the small rooms of the Queen 
Anne dwelling, would look strangely out 
of place in the parlor of the 
old Blow mansion before that handsome old 
building and type of colonial architecture 
was wrecked, Andthe late Henry T. Blow, 
its hospitable owner, would have felt deeply 
mortified if ne had to offer Dom be lro, the 
late Emperor of Brazil, whom he entertained 
royally at his home in Carondelet on the 
occasion of the late monarch’s visit to Amer- 
ica, asmall bedroom with just room enough 
init fora folding bed and one chair. The 
old house was built on more generous lines, 
however, and its parlor was 0 feet long and 
80 feet wide, with cellings 25 feet high. 

EXAMPLES OF THE MASSIVE sry. f 

The summer residence of Mr. Robert Brook 
ings, Selma, on the river thirty-five miles 
south of the city, is another striking exam- 

le ofthe simple but massive and elegant 

h architecture. The house is built 
of stone in the Italian villa style 
of architecture. 

The parlor at Selma is 30 feet square. Very 
recently several houses have been erected in 
the city by wealthy men in which the rooms 
have the same generous proportions to be 
foundin the early colonial architecture, 
There are some handsome specimens of 
colonial architecture in Westmoreland place, 
but probably the most complete home of the 
kind recently built about Sst. Louls 
is that of Vr. Church, gut on 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad. His house Is 
built of cut stone in the colonial style and its 
front is 100 feet road. Manyof the rooms are 
85. feet in length. A house of such propor- 
tions must be indicative of the hospitable 
tendencies of its owner. In artistic archi- 
tecture the object is to arrest the 
eye and attract the attention. Plain 
surfaces arrest the eye and ornamental 
features attract the attention, a house with 
too much ornamentation, either on the ex- 
terior or interior, is tiresome to the eye, 
while plain surfaces of rich material, with 
now and then an appropriate ornamenta- 
tion, does not become tiresome to the cultt- 
vated eye. 

TABLE OF BUILDING IMPROVEMENTS. 

The following table shows the number of 
building improvements erected in the past 
decade, together with their cost and the 
average cost per building for each year. In 


reviewing them it should be remembered 
that in .compiling his returns the 
Bullding Commissioner’s clerk has counted 
every shed and every permit to make repairs 
or alterations as a permit for a building At 
the same time it should also be remembered 
that builders in taking out permits usually 
ge the cost of the building at about 
per cent less than it actually is, so 
that if you want to form a correct idea of 
the actual cost of the bullding improvements 
for any given period you have but to take 
the figures given in the table below and add 
to them 20 per cent of the amount.

The whole strength of the engines is about 
18,000 horse-power, the most of which is used 
in moving the vessel. The only ship ever 
built which was larger than the Lucania was 
the Great Eastern, but her engines were 
puny in comparison with those ofthe new 
Cunader. The Lucania is 62 feet across 
amidships, 620 feet long and gives four decks 
to the use of passengers alone.

The Lucania’s propellers and their pitch 
were decided upon after the experience of 
two voyages with the Campania, and are an 
improvement in some respects, as indicated 
by the increased speed with which she 
crossed the ocean.

When the Campania is taken off for her

A FUZZLING PROPERTY. 


Receivership of the Wisconsin Central 
Railroad and It: Meaning. 


The Wisconsin Central Rallroad, which has 
but recently gone into the hands of receiv- 
ers, bas an interesting history which has 
never been printed. While the road has not 
experienced a greater number ofups and 
downs than any other Western road its rec- 
ord is unique, in that it was voted by a large 
majority a foolish enterprise when project- 


ed, has bad a very rocky experience and 
yet, notwithstanding these and its 1 
predicament, isa good paying road. This 
assertion may be doubted in view of 
the facts and figures which have 
been quoted during the litigation 
which has for weeks past been in progress, 
but everything about railroad management 
is strange to the average newspaper reader, 
The Wisconsin Central Co. was organized 
July 1, 1871, to construct a road through the 
forests of Northern Wisconsin to“ Lake 
Superior, Gorden Colby being the chief spirit 
in the enterprise. Work wascommenced at 
once and'‘the road was completed in 1877, ex- 
tending from Menasha north to Ashland, 
and from Sleicus Point south to Portage. 
The earnings of the road not being sufficient 
to pay the interest, on Jan. 2, 1879, the road 
passed into the hands of the bond holders. 

It was agreed that the Central could not 
pay more than operating expenses unless 
extensions were made. Companies were 
formed and the line extended from Abbots- 
fordson the Central main -line to Chippewa 
Falls. Later various other extensions 
were made and the road eventually 
reached Chicago. While the Chicago line 
was being constructed the line into the Pe- 
nokee and Gogebic iron regions was built. It 
was about this time that rumors were set 
afloat to the effect that the Northern Pacific 
was to absorb the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral. It wasa well known fact that Henry 
Villard and other ‘parties interested in the 
former road had an eye onthe Chicago ter- 
minals and it appeared not unlikely that the 
Central was to become an important part of 
a great trunk system extending from Chicago 
to the Pacific Coast. In 1889the proposition 
to combine the two roads took definite form, 
and on Jan. 10, 1890. the lease which, at the 
request of the Central people, 
was terminated by the court last 
week, was entered into, Through the 
vullding ofthe extenstons and tue perma- 
nent traffic arrangements es‘ablished, the 
psy which the trustees had taken when 
t had a valuation of $2,000,000, had appre- 
ciated so that when it was returned to the 
bondholders it was valued at $12,000,000. 

So cleverly was the development of the 
Wisconsin Central connected with the North- 
ern Wisconsin, that a history of one 
naturally includes the history of the other. 
The road was a ploneer into the forests in 
the northern and central portions of the 
State of Wisconsin. 

Its operating and traffic departments were 
put into the hands of able men, and Mr. 
James Barker, now the general passenger 
and ticketagentof the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas, with headquarters inthis city, was 
made its general passenger agent. Without 
detracting anything from the fame of the 
great missionary Marquette, Mr. Barker 
may be said to have been the latter-day dis- 
coverer of the Apostie § Isiands. 
may de well said that if 
school boy oe on.: @ the 
does not know of Madeline Island and 
the old church standing there with its relics 
in which Marquette preached to the Indians, 
it is not the fault of the new General lassen 
ger Agentofthe M., K. &T. Mr. Barker re. 
tired from the Central soon after the com. 
bination between it and the Nortbern Pacific 
was effected and was succeeded by J. C. 
Pond, he taking a similar position with the 
Monon. When the W. C. passed into the 
control of the Northern Pacific charges of a 
damaging nature were made against its of. 
cers, but they amounted to naught. AI. 
though the differences between the road have 
been discussediin court for seven weeks, there 
appears to be a mystery about the Central's 
nileged insolvency. Whentherecelver of the 
Northern Pacific decided to terminate the 
lease of the contract they presented figures 
in the court to prove that it had cost its com- 
pany a net loss of something Over $23,000 to 
operate the Central system for three years 
and six months. Mr. Oakes, one of the re- 
ceivers, bas been president of the Northern 
Pacific fora number of years, and as presi- 
dent wrote a letterthe stockholders of his 
road last February in reply to the charges 
made by some party that the Central was a 
burden. In his letter ne contra- 
dicted the statements, presenting facts 
and fighres which up to the present 
time have been received with satisfaction by 
all interested parties. However, on Friday 
of last week, the attorney for the Central, 
Mr. Branders, stated that before the case of 
his company against the receivers was fin- 
ished he would present some sensational 
facts relative to the manner in which the re. 
celvers were conjuring up claims against the 
road to avoid paying rentals due. As a result 
of Mr. Branders’ declarations interesting de- 
velopments are looked forward to.

There are many who 
believe, especially 
since the Victoria dis- 
aster, that the great 
battleships will be abandoned as a type. 
Admiral Colomb of the British navy is not 
one of these, Inthe October number of the 
North American Review he writes as follows: 

The function of the battle-ship is to act 
on the defensive, in convert, ofthe waters 
over which dominſon is claimed. The battle- 
ship is the representative of a force waiting 
to be attacked and daring attack. If there is 
ever to come anything which is stronger, 
offensively and defensively, than the battle- 
ship, she must disappear. The theory 
on which she rests is that there 
is nothing but another battle-ship 
which is capable of offering her 
afairmatch. She always has to secure ber- 
self against special attacks, and she cannot, 
like the Afrite, change herself into a pome- 
granate lest the Afrite on the other side 
might change herself intoafowi and swal- 
low her seed by seed. The other day it was 
the unarmored gun-vessel which threatened 
her;she metit by adding her medium bat- 
tery. Later she was to be swept off the seas 
by aswarm of torpedo boats; she met by 
adding the machine-gun battery. Ak the 
moment it is suggested that rams pure and 
simple, small and swift, will be too much 
tor her. she looks calmly down and would 
like to see them try. All such 
threats annoy her. but she sees clearly that 
whatever beats her must take her place, No 
specialrams,no special torpedo boats, can 
take up and hoid her defensive position; and 
ifthey caused her to disappear they them- 
selves would follow, because it is only her 
existence which justifies theirs. I believe, 
therefore, that the battle-ship, as a battle- 
ship, will hold her own to the end of time. 
The experience of war tended to bring her 
down to untformity of type and to mean di- 
mensions. I believe that the non-utilitarian 
views ot peace will not be able to resist the 
teaching of experience.’’

NOT OUT OF DATE, 


The subject of the bust 
THE BUSINESS ness outlook is considered 
OUTLOOK. at length in the October 
number of the North Amer 
ican Review. In regard tothe recent disturb- 
ance Charles Stewart smith, President of the 
New York Chamber of Commerce, writes: 
In my judgment it is to be attributed to 
unwise legislation with respect to the silver 
question ; it will be known in history as ‘‘The 
Silver Panic, and will constitute a reproach 
and an accusation against the common 
sense, if not the common honesty, of our 
legislators who are responsible for our pres- 
ent monetary laws. Observers abroad and 
clear-headed financiers at home predicted 
with absolute certainty the disasters which 
have overtaken us, and no great prophetic 
vision was required to anticipate the condi- 
tions which have so recently prevalled 
throughout the United states. 

The argument advanced by some that the 
panic was caused by the fear of a change in 
the tariff eis thus answered by James O. 
Bloss, President of the New York Cotton 
Exchange. 

It is my belief that the election of No- 
vember, 1892, which again placed Mr. Cleve- 
land in the presidential chair, has had prac- 
tically no effect on manufacturing interests 
existing at that time; that, while the uncer- 
tainty as to what tariff legislation may be, 
may have deterred men from entering into 
new enterprises or extending old ones, it 
caused no stoppage of Operations; on the 
contrary, in many lines of manufacturing 
the highest margin of profit obtained for 
years was realized on engagements entered 
into after the election. This certainly was 
true of cotton manufacturing for months 
after the election and, while subsequently 
lesser profits were accepted, I will venture 
to say that not one single mill that has 
stopped since ay 1 has done so by reason of 
fear of tariff revision. V hat, then, has been 
the cause of the stoppage of mills? Falling 
confidence begotten of our currency.’’

MEDICUS. 

The geographical center of the suicidal 
mania in Saxony, which yields an enormous 
crop—400 cases to every 1,000,000 inhabitants. 
Among all the civilized States Germany rolls 
up the greatest number, an average of 220 to 
every 1,000,000 souls. The other countries 
range inthe following succession: France, 
Austria, Belgium, Engiand, Italy and Russia. 
The smallest number of suicides occurs in the 
country where there isthe most oppression 
and the most suffering—the Emerald Isle. 
Denmark, on the other hand, furnishes a 
strikingly large percentage of suicides. 

Have read somewhere of the Grand balance“ 
and would like toknow where and what it is? 

The Grand balance“ is in the Bank of 
England. This marvelous instrument is a 
ponderous and pecullarly-built weighing 
machine standing nearly seven feet high 
and weighing about twotons. The whole is 
under a huge glass case, access being gained 
thereto by a sliding panei. The scale is 
worked by hydraulic power and is the most 
sensitive weighing machine in existence. 
On each side the scales are fitted with 
weights amounting to % ounces. The gold 
is made up in 400-ounce bars and the differ- 
enceof one-thousandth part of an ounce 
can be detected. By a manipulation of the 
machine, so tiny a thing as a postage stamp 
can be weighed, for on the same being 
placed upon the scale the index will jump a 
distance of no less than six inches. It is the 
only balance of its kind in the world and 
cost exactly £2,000. The silver scale is not so 
finely balanced and the two are respect- 
fully christened ‘‘The Lord Chief Justice’’ 
and The Lord High Chancellor.“

Ihus do extremes surround us 
everywhere. 

„Wo have enjoyed the realities of the even- 
ing, we have toasted the living, while music 
and harmony, sentiment and wit reigned 
supreme. 

‘*Accompanying these is a spirit, one of 
those master spirits that teach, guide and 
love us and all mankind as long as civiliza- 
tion, as long as humanity shall endure. In- 
voluntarily, and in deep reverence, we turn 
toward the East, it is the Master’s station— 
to the far East, and we see in the stillness of 
the night a lone solitary spot; itis a grave, 
over-shadowed a ‘weeping willow,’ its 
hoary head bending downward as if trying to 
kiss mother earth, a picture of despair and 
desolation. From the foliage of the willow are 
heard musical sounds, it is the ‘Nightingale’ 
singing its sweet song of sadness, singing of 
‘Love’ and of ‘Hope,’ an ‘Ode to Immortall- 
ty,’ a ‘Hymn to the Gods,’ a ‘Heart’s La- 
ment,’ singing of him who sleeps beneath 
the willow; of him whose life-work, genius 
and efforts have placed him among that gal- 
axy of men Who, while on earth, bore upon 
their brow the stamp of immortality.

Everd throb of the 
heart beats a death wound and life would be 
a perpetual ebbing,’ were it not for the 
higher ideas and ideals stirring to dauty and 
to noble actions, 8 fulfilled under a 
strain of suffering, at the risk of life, lifts 
man into the realm of heroism, To the hero 
belongs the laurel of distinction, the ever- 
green of remembrance; garlands of immor- 
tality for him, who, kissed by death into the 
cradle of eternity, has joined the great man 
gone before. Twin stars on the firmament of 
Masonary !

AN INCOME TAX. 


Revival of the Scheme Would Bring 
Many Rich Men to the Front. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY Post- DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 18.—There isa 
strong desire among someof the Coding men 
in Congress for a revival of the income tax, 
and just as strong an objection to its revival 
by men equally prominent in both parties. It 
is thirty-two years since this nation had its 
first experience with such a tax, and for ten 
years it was imposed with vuried regulations. 
The tax, six years after it went into effect, 
was 5 per cent on all incomes of $1,000 and 
over. In the second year of the existence of 
the law, which was repealed in 1871, every- 
body who had an income of $5,000 and over, 
up to $10,000, had to pay 7% per cent. The 
year afterward the tax was made 10 per cent 
for all incomes of $10,000 and over. 

If the income tax is to be revived, why not 
then say some of the Congressmen who are 
in favor ofthe revival begin to tax, not the 
clerks and others who get only $1,000 a year, 
but the men who have $10,000 a year. 

For the year 1867 the reports examined 
show that H. B. Ciaffiin had put his income 
down to $500,000; that another Brooklyn man, 
E. H. R. Lyman, had stated his at $212,083, 
end that still another Brooklynite, J. O. 
Low, had reported his as $212,732. A. A. Low 
outdid this with $429,859. 

It was found in the records among others, 
that in New York Elias 8. Higgins was down 
for $847,677; Benjamin H. Hatton for $183,897, 
Peter Goelet for $167,155; David Groesbeck, 
who died two weeks ago, for $112,798; WUliam 
M. Vermilye for $128,107 and William R. 
Vermilye for $128,216; J. H. Benedict for 
$129.472, Stewart Brown for $136,435, Paran 
Stevens for $142,985, R. Eno for $159,061 and 
Eugene Kelly for $118, 783.

In making out the sworn re 
incomes, the revenues receiv by the tax- 
payers from bank dividends, raliroad stocks 
and other securities of public companies were 
not included, as the tax on them was paid by 
these institutions. so the reports of men 
with big investments of that kind did not ex- 
hibit their full incomes, nor did those of 
others who pald bis State or city taxes of 
other kinds, as such taxes were allowed to be 
deducted from the Income tax. 

For instance, William H. Vanderbilt’s in- 
come was filed in 1367 as Only $23,075. 

It will be seen by these that if the 
income tax should be revived it is likely to 
bring to the surface many rich men who are 
unkaown outside of their own quiet circles, 
just as the tax did years ago.

YEARS. OI MYSTERY. 


The fkeletcn cf Laue’s Wife, Who Dis- 
appeared in 183, Resurrected Last 
Monday Beneathiths Kitchen Floor of 
Their Old Home-jlhe Husband’s Visits 
Here— Hu Crimi Career. 


One of the most sing@ilar murder mysteries 
of the day was brougis to the attention of the 
Philadelphia police awhorities last Monday, 
and it now occupies tip attention of the offi- 
cers and detectives o several of the largest 
cities in the West. ‘ie supposed murder- 
er, who is none oth¢ than James Logue, 
alias John Gantz, a crpminal of national rep- 
uta tion and a prince gmong thieves, is well 
known in St. Louis,And no doubt the St. 
Louis authorities willpe called upon to tur- 
nish information con@rning his presence in 
this city about fourtee years ago. 

Logue's wife Johann] disappeared on Feb. 
15, 1879, and though Je was suspected and 
even accused of murdq@ ing her he was never 
arrested and the disappearance remained a 
sensation for many dags. Witnthe departure 
of Logue from Philadhphia for the West the 
investigation died og, but last Monday it 
was resurrected by tha discovery of the skel- 
eton of a woman benefth the kitchen floor of 
the dwelling, 1250 Eleventh street, Philadel- 
phia, Pa., once occupi¢l by Logue. Carpen- 
ters repairing the floér found the mass of 
bones, and also picked uparemnant of a 


woolen sacque, portiogs of a woman’s shoes, 


and a woman’s valise fontaining a silk vest. 
A small ring, the imer circumference of 
which contained the inscription J. I. to J. 
L., was also found, apd the conclusion that 
was drawn from this qiscovery is that mur- 
der will out and that th bones of long lost 
Johanna Logue Ganz haveat last risen up 
against her murdefer, The initials on the 
ring are supposed to be undoubtedly those 
of Logue and his wife. 
STOOD IN WITH DETECTIVES. 

Jimmie Logue wasthe leader of a band of 
thieves of the most daring character in Phil- 
adelphia, and many of his band obtained 
national distinction in this vocation. Logue, 
through the way in which he eluded the 
convict suit and prison walls, Was generally 
believed to be under the protection of the 
Philadelphia detectives, for he operated 
quite extensively in that city, and his booty 
was large in every robbery in which he had 
a hand. His strong point was in locating the 
whereabouts of large sums of money or valu- 
ables in residences and establishments, 
and under the protecting wing of the 
detectives he never failed to get 


the plunder he sought. He is a native of 
Vhiladeiphia, and at the age of 10 years was 
placed in the House of Refuge by his father 
for theft. He made all his crooked acquaint- 
ances in this institution, and when he 
emerged at the age of 18 hégametoS&t. Louls, 
and while he and i the notorious 
„Shay“ Nolan, were bur Kartzing a house, 
an officer appeared, and in attempting to es- 
cape Nolan was shot. 

Logue returned to Philadelphia, anda few 
years iater, when about 22 years old, he 
married Mary Ganz, sister of Johanna, 
whom, it is thought, he put outofthe way. 
It is also gaid that. Mary Ganz died 
— the effects of the brutality of her hus- 

and. 
the proceeds of crookedfiess, While they 
htved together Logue became infatuated with 
Johanna Ganz, his sister it Taw. 

A year ortwo before the death of his first 
wife he and Johanna Ganz started to live to- 
gether, and two children Were Illegitimately 
born to them during thelr union, which con- 
tinued until 1871, Logue and Johanna lived 
in the greatest style, the woman wearing 
silks and dlamonds, Logue even going so far 
aus to purchase a house and lot valued at 
3, 300 out of the proceeds ofa great robbery, 
in which the amount stolen was $75,000. Al- 
though Logue had been in many large 
and daring robberies in Philadelphia 
he did not atany time approach the gates of 
the penitentiary, owingto his pull with the 
officers. in May, 1871, on German Day,Logue 
and his pals planned to rob the National Se- 
curity Bank in Philadelphia, and on the 
scene of the proposed robbery was arrested. 
He was convicted later of robbing another 
residence, and while in the docks prepara- 
tory tohistripto the Eastern Penitentiary 
was married to Johanna Ganz in order to 
legitimize their two children, 

THE WIFE’S DISAPPEARANCE. 

A few years later, after his release, he led 
the robbery of Naval Constructor Hanson’s 
resideuce and got the greater part of $75,000. 
He went to live at New York with his wife, 
and he began at this time to mistreat her 
horribly. This was in 1879. Shortly after- 
ward, while Logue was in Boston, his wife 
went to visit her sister in Philadelphia con- 
trary to his wishes, and on Feb. 15 of the 
same year left Philadeiphia for her home in 
New York, 

This was the last heard of poor Johanna 
Logue. The eruel treatment Logue had al- 
ways meted out to his wife led her relatives 
to suspect him of murdering her, but he was 
adiplomatand met the suspicions boldly. 
He ran down all cites to his wife’s where- 
abouts, and to further avoid suspicion caused 
advertisements offering a $500 reward for in- 
formation concerning her whereabouts to be 
inserted in several Philadelphia papers, but 
refused to advertise in New York, where the 
woman was well knowa. It is even said he 
hired a regular city detective of Philadelphia 
to keep continually in his company, to show 
that he was earnestly in search of his wife. 
He made Philadelphia his home once more 
and began to advance the only theory he had 
for his wife’s disappearance. He claimed 
that Pete“ Burns, one of his confederates, 
had met her in Philadelphia and induced her 
to goto Denver and marry his brother, John 
burns. 

With this story in circulation and the rela- 
tives hot on his track, and, it is said, an in- 
dletment for murder hanging over his head, 
he began to plan a trip to Denver, where he 
expected to find his wife..He became very 
nervous and excited and was more than 
anxious to shake the dust of Philadelphia off 
his feet. He had a good friend in Daniel 

Delaney. a Philadelphia saloon 
keeper and he proposed to Delaney a few 
days after the disappearance of his wife that 
they goto Denver, offering Delaney $100 and 
expenses to make the iy It was agreed to 
go, but the date was not fixed. 

CAME TO ST. LOUIS. 

The morning of the fourth day ofthe sen- 
sation while Logue was in Delaney’s place, 
several officers sent him word they wanted 
to see him. He went out and talked with 
one of the officers, and whenhe came back 
he told Delaney they would have to leave at 
once, because there was an indictment 
against him for murder. ‘They took a sleeper 
on a train to St. Louls. When they arrived 
here Logue’s reputation 2 preceeded 
him, be was stopped by order ofthe police, 
who told him to get out of town. They 
crossed the bridge and Logue fell while in 
St. Louis, fracturing his arm. ‘Two doctors 
patched him up and the next morning they 
crossed over to St. Louis and hired a cabman 
at Third street and Washington avenue to 
drive them to Ferguson. Logue was afraid 
to take the train in St. Louis belleving that 
he would be met by some officer charging him 
with murder. The cabdriver drove to Rose- 
dale in the midst of a terrific storm, Dut re-

If all these means falled 
Logue would climb up the water-spout. is 
nimbleness in this respect is simply marvel- 
ous. He can go ~ aspout like a cat. No 
man in the country can beat Me on that 
racket,’’ he has said himself. 

Of late years, however, he has confined 
himself to ‘‘gopher blowing. which in 
thieves’ parlance means the cracking of a 
safe. Andin this also he has exhibited great 
proficiency. 


WHAT WILL IT BE? 


Here Are the Very Newest Things 
Cocktails and Pracers. 
Written for tho SUNDAY POSsT- DISPATCH, 
Styles change in drinking from year to 
year. Just now there is a large consumption 
of cideratcafes and clubs where formerly 
this temperance drink was almost unknown. 
The apple juice is put up in a variety of ways 
in bottles. Mostof it is charged with car- 
bonic acid gas. At some of the swell clubs 
these cider bottles have gold foll tops. The 


drink is served like champagne, and the bot- 
tles are brought to the table in an ice-cooler, 
The corks pop like real figz, too. ‘ 

The English habit of taking a long drink of 
whisky with soda or apollinaris at meals in- 
stead of claret or other light wine is coming 
into vogue. It is a common sight in restau- 
rants and club dining rooms to see these long 
glasses filled with ice and the bottle of table 
water andsmall decanter of whisky along- 
side. There was a time in this country when 
no man put scotch whisky into his mouth 
except it was mixed with hot water, a little 
sugarand a piece of lemon. Hot Scotches 
are still popular enough in winter, but 
Scotch whisky with soda is growing in favor, 
and the lovers of English ways and English 
drinks predict that the Scotch brand as a 
‘-stick’’ for a long drink of soda will soon 
trot on even terms with the blue grass brand 
of Kentucky. 

The Manhattan cocktail was once almost 
the national drink. It is stillthe standard in 
the cocktail line, but the Martini, which has 
been growing in favor from yearto year, is 
now almost as much called for in this city as 
the Manhattan. Both of these drinks are 
said to be good appetizers, but there are 
men who drink as many after meals as be- 
fore. The Manhattan cocktail, as is fairly 
well known, is a mixture of whisky and ver- 
mouth. The basis of the Martini cocktail is 

in. This same gin, by the way, is being 

runk by more people every year. Very few 
take it neat, as they do in England, but in 
combination with other spirits and liquors, 
and with fizzy waters of any other sort it 18 
susceptible of a great variety of treatment 
which brings most satisfactory results. 

Of course, whisky hold its own as the 
tipple of all except temperance people. 
There is a growing tendency on the part of 
men who drink over bars or at clubs to de- 
mand a first-class whisky, naming the 
brand. It will not do any longer to serve a 
| blended liguorin a glass decanter. A well- 
informed drinking man of to-day wants to 

see the label on the original package, and he 
will have notbing that comes out of a 
barrel. 

A new drink, which is something in the line 
of a cocktail, and which has become quite 
popular around the hotels and cafés, 1s 
known as the Boston Bamboo, It is served in 
a cocktall glass, with or without cracked Ice. 
Its composition is simple--half. sherry and 
half vermouth. Both of these are supposed 

| to stimulate the appet‘te, and when they are 
mixed the effect is said to be even more pro- 
nounced tuan that of a Manhattan or Martini 
cocktail. 
The Ricci is having a great run just now. 
| Some yseople spell the work with k and two 
eo, and say that the drink came from India 
The generally accepted story of the origin of 
the Kicci, however, ascribes its discovery to 
one Joe Ricci, a famous mixer of drinks in 
New Orleans fifty years ago. It belongs to 
that class of drinks known as ‘‘bracers,’’ 
and is saidto be particularly acceptable to 
the palate, stomach and head after a too 
liberal indulgence in straight whisky. The 
Ricci is served in a long glass, and is made of 
lime juice, whisky and seltzer. It is cooled 
by cracked ice, and tastes something like a 
whisky sour. There is also a gin Ricci, in 
which gin takes the place of whisky. 
| What is said to be a most excellent drink to 
take in the morning after a particularly 
‘hard night is called a morning glory fizz. In 
| mixing in a glass, filled with cracked tee, is 
dropped the white of one egg. Follow this 
| with a spoonfal of sugar and the juice of halt 
a lemon. Then pour n a pony of absinthe 
and a pony of Scotch whisky. Stir the 
mixture until it is almost frappe, and strain 
into a glassand fillit with seltzer. This is 
really a very fine drink, Dut don’t take two. 

Uniike the drink last describe the coffee 
cocktali is one which may be re ted two or 
three times within the hour. Its compos!- 
tion is a secret, but the basis is port wine, 
and after the ingredients are mixed the 
drink is the color of cafe au lait. It is sweet, 
and it tastes like more. 

Velvet is always a popular drink with men 
who are looking for a novelty, and a new 
kind of velvet makes its appearance about 
once a year. A cafe near the Columbus mon- 
ument is pushing just now a drink which it 
calls German veivet. It is a mixture of 
whisky, porter and Rhine wine. The original 
champion Velvet, however, is a mixture of 
stout or porter and port wine. Of vourse 
this is nota ladies’ drink nor is it popular 
among college boys, but men who«bave been 
on the town for a few years claim that there 
* it like it. No one ever disputed this 
claim. 

Ihe most curious drink in the line of a 
beverage that appeared recentiy is named 
porteree. A long giass is led nearly 
to the brim with Guinness’ stout, then a tea- 
spoonful of powdered sugar is aropped in 
and stirred, The stout froths and foams,
